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REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In combination with 
all the limitations recited in the independent claim, all the prior arts do not show a connector 
comprising an outer conductor contact, an inner conductor contact having a projection, and an 
annular lip, where in the projection is configured to extend into a channel defined by an inner 
conductor of a coaxial cable and is engaged to an inner surface of the inner conductor and the 
annular lip is configured to engage an outer surface of the inner conductor when the projection 
and the lip are extended into the channel. The lip and the projection are configured to limit the 
movement of the inner conductor of the coaxial cable relative to an outer conductor of the 
coaxial cable.
